Wilson Signs "Bone Dry" Law. 


President Wilson signed the post of 


flee appropriation bill containing the 
"bone dry" prohibition provision. He 
also attached hi* signature to the rere 
nue bill designated to raise $350,000,(TOC 
through special taxes and bond Issue* 
and the diplomatic and the District ol 
Columbia appropriation bills. 


WILSON TAKES 2 
OATHS OF OFFICE 


Woodrow Wilson was inauguarted 


president of the United States tor a 
second term by a double ceremony. 


The first ceremony, which was en- 


tirely informal, took place on Sunday 
in the president's room on the senate 
side of the capitol. The oath was ad- 
ministered by Chief Justice White, of 
the United States supreme court. In 
the presence of the members of the 
cabinet and a few intimate friends of 
the president and Mrs. Wilson, includ- 
ing Colonel E. M. House. 


It was necessary for the president 


to be at the capitol shortly before 
noon, when the life of the sixty-fourth 
congress expired by constitutional lim- 
itation, in order to affix his signature 
to a number of bills and resolutions 
passed in .the last hours of the session. 


The second oath was administered 


to the president by the chief Justice 
shortly after noon Monday, on the east 
front of the capitol. 
This ceremony 


occurred Immediately after the vice 
president and the senators electee! to 
the sixty-fifth congress had taken the 
oath of office In the senate chamber. 
This ceremony was witnessed b\ lead- 
ers in official and diplomatic life in 
Washington 


President Wilson then delivered his 


inaugural address. The president then 
drove down Pennsylvania avenue in an 
open carriage to the White House, and 
after a light lunch took his place, ac- 
companied by Mrs Wilson and several 
other members of his family on the 
stand erected in front of the executive 
mansion, from which he viewed the 
parade 


For the first time since Lincoln was 


Inaugurated in 1SG1. the parade was al- 
most -wholly of a military nature, the 
army uniform being in evidence in 
every section of the city. 


Owing to the acuteness of interna- 


tional affairs and the determination to 
guard the president from all possible 
danger, the Twelfth and Sixty-ninth 
Infantry of he New 
York national 


guard were drawn up along the entire 
line of march as the 'president passed 
from the oapltol to the court of honor 
In front of the White House. 


The American flag and red, whife 


and blue bunting comprised the whole 
scheme of decoration that was vlewec 
by the several hundred thousands of 
visitors drawn here by the ceremonies 


While the number of regular troops 


In the inaugural parade was not as 
great as in former years, owing to 
their presence on the border, the navy 
was fully represented and thousands 
of nationall quardsmen who saw serv 
ice on the border were in line. They 
were under direct orders and super- 
vision of Major General Scott, ch'ef 
of staff and grand marshal of the 
parade. 
/ 


At the head of the militia the gov- 


ernor of each rPso-Bctlve state rode 
and many were accompanied by their 
staff. 
Pennsylvania guardsmen who 


saw border dutv were there, and New 
Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, Virginia, 
West Virginia and many other states 
were similarly represented. The 36") 
students of Delaware College in army 
uniform attracted considerable att°n 
tion, as did the West Point military 
and Annapolis naval contingents. 


Among tho six thousand civilians 


who were in the line of parade were 
organizations of women, including a 
detachmert of Washington girl scouts 
and a band of Indians. 


Another delegation which arou=ed 


much interest was the large party of 
Tammany Hall men who have arrived 
from New York and marched in the 
parade, wearing high hats and frock 
coats and carrying canes. 


President Wilson's opposition to the 


time honored inaugural ball has b^en 
maintained 
over 
all the 
pressure 


brought to bear for such an event, and 
there will be no reception or other 
social affair to take its place. 


There was no ball at the president's 


Inauguration In 1913. and that was the 
first time since 1877 that 
such 
an 


event had not been the climax of the 
ceremonies of the day. 


In 1877 the Hayes-Tilden controver- 


sy upset all inauguration plans. The 
final vote of the tribunal which seat- 
ed President Hayes was not announc- 
ed until March 3, and there was no op- 
portunity for arranging a ball. 


All other presidents since Lincoln 


have recognized the function, which 
generally has been held In the spaci- 
ous corridor of the pension office. 


Tradespeople of the capital, who 
contribute largely to tnc rvina Hr.oeo 
for those parts of the Inaugural cere- 
monies net strictly connected with 
the government, always look forward 
to the Inaugural ball as one means of 
recouping their investments. 


In bygone years the expenditures for 


gowns and Jewels have left many 
thousands of dollars with the shops, 
and the merchants have been unflag- 
ging in their campaign to influence 
the president to have the ball. Bnt 
Mr. Wilson dislikes social functions 
of the sort and has "been steadfast In 
his determination that no such affair 
shovld accompany bit fcmvfftiratloa. 


Both In extent and In fervor, this 


year's ceremonies fell considerably 
short of the standard set by the inau- 
gurations of previous yean*. 


Chief among the reasons for this 


slackening of interest, which ts gen- 
erally remarked in Washington, is the 
international situation.. With the pos- 
sibility of war hanging over the coun- 
try there are things 
of far 
more 


weight than ceremonies to occupy the 
attention of public officials, and tho 
president in particular has such heavy 
matters on his mind that it is believed 
his temperamental lack of enthusiasm 
for ostentation and pomp has been ac- 
centuated. 


The fact that miscellaneous visitors 


are no longer permitted to enter the 
White House grounds may have dis- 
couraged some who otherwise would 
attend. Then, too. the fact that it is 
the re-inauguration of the same execu- 
tives who entered Into office four years 
ago has detracted from the Interest; 
there is not the novelty of a change 
of party or persoonnel. 


Office seekers usuailly 
pour 
into 


Washington toward the beginning of 
a new administration, but this time 
there are few offices to be given out. 
The triumphant warriors in the ranks 
of a recently victorious party, and the 
hordes of sunpliants for government 
bounty will be absent to a large ex- 
tent.

tion since the civil war, Lafollette and 
his small group of supporters refused 
a majority of their colleagues an op- 
portunltv to vote on the armed neu- 
trality bill, and It died with the sixty- 
fourth congress 


To fix responsibility before the coun- 


try, seventy-six senators, thirty Repub- 
licans and forty-six Democrats, signed 
a manifesto proclaiming to the world 
that they favored passage of the meas- 
ure. 


The text of the manifesto is as fol- 


lows1 
| 


"The majority of the United States, 


senators favored the passage of the 
senate bill authorizing the president 
of the United States to arm American 
merchant vessels, a similar bill hav- 
ing already passed the house bv a 
vote of 403 to 13. Under the rules 
of the senate allowing unlimited de- 
bate, it appears impossible to ob'ain 
a vote previous to noon March 4, 1917, 
when this session of congress expires. 
We desire the statement entered on 
the record to establish the fact that 
the senate favored the legislation and 
would pass it if a vote could be ob- 
tained."

the declaration, but one of them, Sen 
ator Penrose,

Wilson Sign® “Bone Dry” Law. 
President Wilson signed the post of 
flee appropriation bill containing the 
Mbone dry” prohibition provision. He 
also attached his signature to the reve 
nue bill designated to raise $350,000.000 
through special taxes and bond issue* 
and the diplomatic and the District o.‘ 
Columbia appropriation bills. 


Woodrow Wilson was inauguarted 
president of the United States for a 
second term by a double ceremony. 
The first ceremony, which was en* 
tirely informal, took place on Sunday 
in the president’s room on the senate 
side of the capitol. 
The oath was ad­ 
ministered by Chief Justice White, of 
the United States supreme court, in 
the presence of the members of the 
cabinet and a few intimate friends of 
the president and Mrs. Wilson, includ­ 
ing Colonel E. M. House. 
It was necessary for the president 
to bo at the capitol shortly before 
noon, when the life of the sixty-fourth 
congress expired by constitutional lim­ 
itation, in order to affix his signature 
to a number of bills and resolutions 
passed in »the last hours of the session. 
The second oath was administered 
to the president by the chief Justice 
shortly after noon Monday, on tho oast 
front of the capitol. .This ceremony 
occurred immediately after tho vice 
president and the senators elected to 
tho sixty-fifth congress had taken the 
oath of office in the senate chamber. 
This ceremony was witnessed bv lead­ 
ers in official and diplomatic lifo in 
Washington. 
President Wilson then delivered his 
inaugural address. Tho president then 
drove down Pennsylvania avenue in an 
open carriage to the White House, and 
after a light lunch took his place, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Wilson and several 
other members of his family on the 
stand erected in front of the executive 
mansion, from which he viewed the 
parade. 
For the first time since Lincoln was 
Inaugurated In 1Rfi 1, the parade was al­ 
most wholly of a military nature, the 
army uniform being in evidence in 
every section of the city. 
Owinc: to the acuteness of interna­ 
tional affairs and tho determination to 
guard the president from all possible 
danger, tho Twelfth and Sixty-ninth 
Infantry of ho New 
York 
national 
guard were drawn up along the entire 
line of march as the'president passed 
from tho capitol to tho court of honor 
In front of the W hite House. 
The American flag and red, white 
and blue bunting comprised the whole 
scheme of decoration that was viewed 
by the several hundred thousands of 
visitors drawn here by tho ceremonies. 
Wrhile tho number of regular troops 
In the inaugural parade was not as 
great as in former years, owing to 
their presence on tho border, the navy 
was fully represented and thousands 
of nationafl quardsmen who saw serv­ 
ice on the border were in line. They 
were under direct orders and super 
vision of Major General Scott, ch’ef 
of staff and grand m arshal of the 
parade.

At the head of the militia the gov 
ernor of each resp°ctivo state rode 
and many were accompanied by their 
staff. 
Pennsylvania guardsmen who 
«aw border duty were there, and New 
Jersey, Maryland, Delav/are, Virginia, 
W est Virginia and many other states 
Wf»re similarly represented. 
The 361 
students of Delaware College in army 
uniform attracted considerable att°n- 
tion, as did the West Point military 
and Annapolis naval contingents. 
Among the six thousand civilians 
who were in the line of parade were 
organizations of women, Including a 
detachment of Washington girl see 
and a band of Indians. 
Another delegation which aroused 
mnch Interest was the large party of 
Tammany Hall men who have arrived 
from New York and marched in the 
parade, wearing high hats and frock 
coats and carrying canos.

an 
event had not been the climax of the 
ceremonies of the day. 
In 1877 the Hayes-Tilden controver* 
sy upset all inauguration plans. 
The 
final vote of the tribunal which seat­ 
ed President Hayes was not announc­ 
ed until March 3, and there was no op­ 
portunity for arranging a ball. 
All other presidents since Lincoln 
have recognized tho function, which 
generally has been held in the spaci­ 
ous corridor of the pension office. 
Tradespeople 
of 
the capital, who 
contribute largely to m e runu *tuot*a 
for those parts of the inaugural cere 
monies not strictly connected with 
the government, always look forward 
to the inaugural ball as one means of 
recouping their investments. 
In bygone years the expenditures for 
gowns 
and 
jewels have left many 
thousands of dollars with the shops 
and the m erchants have been unflag 
ging in their campaign to influence 
the president to have the ball. 
But 
Mr. Wilson dislikes social functions 
of the sort and has been steadfast in 
his determination that no such affair 
should accompany hi» inauguration. 
Both in extent and in fervor, this 


year’s 
ceremonies 
fell 
considerably 
short of the standard set by the inau­ 
gurations of previous yearr. 
Chief among the reasons for this 
slackening of interest, which is gen* 
orally remarked in Washington« is tbe 
International situation.. W ith tho pos­ 
sibility of war hanging over the coun­ 
try there aro tilings 
of 
far 
more 
weight than ceremonies to occupy the 
attention of public officials, and tho 
president in particular has such heavy 
m atters on his mind that It Is believed 
his temperamental lack of enthusiasm 
for ostentation and pomp has been ac­ 
centuated. 
Tho fact that miscellaneous visitor» 
are no longer permitted to onter tho 
White House grounds may have dis­ 
couraged some who otherwise would 
attend. 
Then, too, tho fact that It is 
tho re-inauguration of the same execu­ 
tives who entered into office four years 
ago has detracted from the interest; 
there is not the novelty of a change 
of party or persoonnel. 
Office seekers usually 
pour 
into 
Washington toward tho beginning ot 
a new administration, but this time 
thero are few offices to bo given out. 
Tho triumphant warriors in the ranks 
of a recently victorious party, and the 
hordes of sunpliants for government 
bounty will be absent to a large ex­ 
tent.

We desire tho statem ent entered on 
tho record to establish the fact tf*at 
tho senate favored the legislation and 
would pass it If a vote could be ob­ 
tained.” 
Thirteen senators declined to s*gn 
tho declaration, but ono of them, Sen­ 
ator Penrose, 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
an­ 
nounced that he would have voted for 
tho bill had opportunity been afforded 
him. 
The closing moments of the session 
wero tense and impressive. 
Ten min­ 
utes before the end Senator Hitchcock 
had made his last appeal for unani­ 
mous consent for a vote on the b'll, 
Lafollette 
objected. 
The 
Nebraska 
Senator, prefacing his closing remark* 
with a portion of President Wilson's 
address to congress asking for the au­ 
thority about to be denied, soleraly 
said: 
"It is understood 
and 
deplorable 
that tweUve men In the senate of th« 
United States have It in their power 
to defeat the will of seventy-five or 
eighty members by one of the most 
reprehensible filibusters ever recorded 
in the history of any civilized coun­ 
try/' 
Senator Hitchcock paused while hii 
words echoed through the chamber 
Lafollette stolidly glared toward the 
Nebraskan, who presently added tha! 
perhaps he should apologize for the 
Ylolence of his words. 
“You are perfectly safe,” Lafollette 
returned without rising from his chair. 
"No one can answer you." 
No pne did, for the hour of noon had 
struck and the sixty-fourth congrtsi* 
was ended.

riotis cities to take up the training in- 
stituted for women by tire Navy league. 
She has arranged for classes of girl 
scouts to take these courses and has 
offeieJ prizes in that lonncction.

Low saw the necessity for this 


work after watching the assistance 
rendered their country by the girls of 
England during the progress of the 
European war.

Dayton, O.—Orville Wright, inventor 
of the aeroplane, announced that in 
ease of war with Germany he would 
abandon his private affairs aud offer 
his services to the government to help 
organize an aerial army. 
. 
“While I could not duplicate Henry 
Ford’s offer to manufacture war ma­ 
chines because 1 have disposed of my 
interests in the manufacturing end of 
the business," Wright asserted, “1 cer­ 
tainly will do everything I can for the 
country. 
“We have a pitifully small number of 
military and licensed civilian pilots to 
meet an emergency, but that need not 
trouble us a great deal if we meet the 
situation promptly. 
“It takes but about two weeks to de­ 
velop and train a good military aerial 
observer. 
It takes two weeks move to 
make him a competent lighting man. 
44As for the type of aerial defense, I 
would favor the small, high climbing 
plane, light and unarmored except for 
a single gun. 
It can jump in and do 
a lot of damage and got away while 
heavier plane« are getting started. 
“I would be absolutely against the 
manufacture of Zeppelins or dirigibles, 
except for observation purposes. As an

League—English Girls Render Assist­ 
ance In War. 


New York.—Hundreds of girls and 
young women have joined the National 
Girl Scouts since the outbreak with 
Germany, and Mrs. Juliette Low, the 
national president, announced from the 
headquarters, 527 Fifth avenue, this 
city, that to moot any emergency the 
organization will be recruited up to the 
strength of the Boy Scouts of America. 
Mrs. Low telegraphed to Elliott Wads­ 
worth, vice chairman of the American 
Red Cross at Washington, offering the 
services of the girl scouts. 
They are 
to co-operate with the nearest Red 
Cross branch. 
it is Mrs. Low’s ambition to make 
the girl scouts, already loO.ooO strong, 
tiie greatest girl’s organization in the 
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GIRL SCOUTS IN WOODS. 


world. Mrs. Low is prominent socially 
in England and Scotland as well as in 
this country. 
The Girl Scouts of America is the 
same as the Girl Guides of England 
ami the continent and is adapted to till 
the same need in girl life that the boy 
scout movement fills for lads. 
Mrs. 
Low became interested in this work 
for girls through her observation of 
the boy scout movement in England 
by Sir Robert Baden-Powell and the 
almost simultaneously similar move­ 
ment for girls started by his sister. 
Miss Agnes Baden Powell. Sir Robert 
and his sister visited Mrs. Low upon 
her estates in Scotland and assisted 
her in starting the work among the 
Scottish lassies. 
They have recently 
come into the advisory board of the 
American organization. 
Mrs. Low is now working energeti­ 
cally to get the organizations in the va­ 
rious cities to take up the training in­ 
stituted for women by the Navy league. 
She has arranged for classes of girl 
scouts to take these courses and has 
offered prizes in that connection. 
Mrs. Low saw the necessity for this 
work after watching the assistance 
rendered their country by the girls of 
England during the progress of the 
European war. She says there are in 
numerable things that girls can do in 
wartime to help their country if they 
are properly trained. 
Mrs. Low will hold meetings in the 
cities she visits under the auspices of 
the women’s clubs. 
All women who 
are interested in the movement looking 
to the uplift of American girlhood are 
invited to attend these meetings. Girls 
from educational institutions are espe 
cially invited, as are also college soro 
ritles and associations of college wo 
men. Mrs, Low, a brilliant speaker, is 
in demand both in the west aud the 
east to explain tiie work. 
Mrs. Low has great hopes that her 
visit to America at this time will be 
the means of arousing considerable in­ 
terest in the movement among the wo­ 
men of the land. It is the purpose of 
Mrs. Low to explain the great good to 
be accomplished among the girls of the 
land through an organization of tills 
kind and to tell something of tiie 
things that have already been accom­ 
plished in England and other European 
countries.

Former County Resident. 


Albert Cook, engineer of the Pennsylva- 


nia Railroad train which crashed* into the 
rear end of the Mercantile Express at Mt. 
Union on Tuesday was a son of Joseph 
Cook, formerly from Adams county and 
people about Bendersville who knew him 
as a young man, and who were acquainted 
with other members of the family, are 
watching closely the developments attend- 
ing the probe of the cause of the wreck. 
Indications arc that the greater portion of 
the blame will fall upon Cook. The wreck, 
which cost twenty lives, was the first in 
more than three years on the Pennsylvania 
railroad in which a passenger was killed 
and the railroad as well as the Commerce 
Commission will do everything possible to 
find the exact cause. 


Last week Cook's train killed one of its 


crew when he got in front of a moving car. 
Cook is now at his home in Harrisburg 
with a fractured ankle. Because of the 
f ict that the automatic block signal was 
in use, it is said, it would have been impos- 
sible for any defect in its operation to have 
caused the wreck as any disarrangement 
of the mechanism would have set a red 
danger signal. The heaviest blow of the 
wreck fell on Mrs. William Caflisch, of 
Conifer, N. Y., who lost her son, two 
daughters, four grand-children, and her 
son-in-law, Chester A. Minds. Her hus- 
band died two days before the wreck. Mr. 
and Mrs. Minds at several times visited at 
the home'of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Bream, 
ia Gettysburg.
